What  was  supposed  to  be  a  year  of  rebuilding 
for  the  Varsity  Soccer  Team  turned  out  as  one  of 
the  most  thrilling  in  the  program's  history.  Playing  a 
schedule  of  top-notch  opponents  the  club  finished 
with  a  record  of  10  wins  and  8  losses.  Their 
conference  rival,  St.  John’s  Prep,  went  on  to  win 
the  Division  1  State  title,  and  Westford  Academy, 
who  defeated  the  Lancers  in  a  regular  season 
match  and  knocked  them  out  of  the  Division  2 
tournament,  became  the  Eastern  Mass.  Champions 

in  Division  2. 

There  were  certain  advantages  that  Malden  Catho¬ 
lic  had  over  their  rivals.  With  the  expert  leadership 
of  twelve-year  Head  Coach  Stephen  O’Neill,  there 
was  little  that  could  go  wrong.  Along  with  the  help 
of  assistant  coaches  Manny  Costa  and  Stephen 
Russo'93,  Coach  O’Neill  once  again  led  his  players 
to  a  successful  season.  There  were  low  points  and 
high  points,  but  the  squad  showed  its  determina¬ 
tion  on  all  occasions.  Under  Captain  Albert 
Russo'95,  the  Lancer  defense  carried  the  squad  to 
new  heights.  With  Russo'95  at  sweeper,  Gino 
Ciampi'97  at  stopper,  and  John  Pericola'95  &  Paul 
Scenna'96  at  right  and  left  fullback,  the  Lancers 
shut  down  many  top-notch  offenses.  Captain  Albert 
Russo'95  and  Luigi  Mirisola'96  went  on  to  become 
Eastern  Massachusetts  All-Stars,  and  Catholic 
Conference  First  Team  All-Stars.  Among  other 
major  accomplishments,  the  team  defeated  B.C. 
High  School  twice  in  one  season,  and  also  showed 
championship  caliber  by  defeating  Hamilton- 
Wenham  High  School  in  the  preliminary  round  of 

the  Division  2  Championship. 

The  team’s  seniors,  John  Sartori,  John  Pericola, 
Eric  Curran,  Anthony  DeLuca,  Albert  Russo,  Sal 
Gabriello,  Greg  Maganzini,  Ryan  Burns,  and  Steve 
Galante  led  the  team  to  new  heights  and  further 
boosted  Malden  Catholic’s  reputation  as  a  top-level 

soccer  program. 


The  Lancers  opened  their  eighteen  game  season  against 
their  city  rival,  Malden  High  School.  The  Lancers  were 
favored  in  this  match  and  proved  the  odds  to  be  accu¬ 
rate.  With goalsfromLuigi  Mirisola'96,  Sal Gabriello'95, 
and  Captain  Albert  Russo'95,  the  Lancers  sailed  through 
the  Tornadoes  by  a  score  of  3-1 . 

Next,  the  team  was  matched  with  a  formidable  oppo¬ 
nent,  Concord-Carlisle.  MC  would  drop  this  contest  by 
a  3-1  score,  but  the  team  learned  an  important  lesson, 
the  need  for  teamwork.  The  lone  MC  goal  came  from 

Luigi  Mirisola'96. 

Applying  the  lesson  they  had  learned  from  the  Concord- 
Carlisle  game,  the  Lancers  pulled  off  a  huge  2-1  upset 
against  the  B.C.  High  School  Eagles,  who  were  ranked 
in  the  top  twenty  in  the  state  polls.  The  intensity  level  of 
the  squad  overcame  B.C.’s  soccer  ability.  Senior  Sal 
Gabriello  scored  in  the  first  half  with  a  solo  rush  to  give 
the  Lancer’s  a  1  -0  lead.  However,  the  Eagles  didn’t  stop 
playing,  and  came  back  to  even  the  match  at  1  -1 .  With 
only  a  few  minutes  left  in  the  game,  a  freekick  awarded 
to  the  Lancers  was  converted  by  Captain  Albert 
Russo'95  to  give  the  Lancers  the  2-1  victory. 

The  second  return  match  played  between  the  two 
teams  ironically  ended  in  the  same  fashion.  MC  won 
again  by  a  score  of  2-1 .  Luigi  Mirisola'96  provided  the 
first  MC  goal,  and  Peter  Castelli'96  scored  the  game 
winner  on  an  assist  by  Captain  Al  Russo'95. 

Game  four  of  the  regular  season  was  played  against 
Catholic  Conference  rival  Catholic  Memorial.  The  Lanc¬ 
ers  were  4-2  victors  after  the  final  whistle.  The  Lancer 
offense  experienced  a  scoring  burst  from  senior  Sal 
Gabriello,  who  scored  all  four  of  the  Lancers’ 
“GOOOOAAAALS! !”. 

Though  MC  had  experienced  a  comfortable  victory 
over  Catholic  Memorial  in  the  first  confrontation,  the 
second  match  ended  in  favor  of  Catholic  Memorial,  who 
stunned  the  Lancers  by  a  1-0  score. 

The  next  challenge  the  Lancers  had  to  meet  came 
against  Peabody  High  School.  Though  they  were  losing 
by  a  score  of  1-0  at  half  time,  Captain  Al  Russo 
equalized  the  match  on  a  free  kick  early  in  the  second 
half.  From  then  on,  it  was  all  Malden  Catholic.  The 
Lancers  rallied  to  win  4-2.  Luigi  Mirisola'96  had  a  goal 
and  two  assists,  and  Sal  Gabriello'95  and  Anthony 
DeLuca'95  each  contributed  with  a  goal  apiece. 

The  third  conference  rival  that  Malden  Catholic  played 
was  Don  Bosco.  MC  cruised  by  this  match  with  a  5-0 
victory.  Sal  Gabriello'95  had  two  goals,  Luigi 
Mirisola'96  had  a  goal  and  two  assists,  and  Ryan 
Burns'95  had  a  goal  and  one  assist.

Certainly,  generations  of  young  adults  responsed 
to  [Brother  Myles’]  help.  This  was  obvious  in  the 
many  affectionate  names  they  gave  him:  “Coach” 
for  his  role  as  trackcoach;  “Bump”  for  his  practice 
of  bumping  students  into  lockers  in  the  narrow 
corridors  at  the  old  MC  on  Highland  Ave....The 
affection  students  had  for  him  was  evident  when, 
as  head  coach  of  the  cross  country  or  track  team, 
he  would  get  up  to  speak  at  an  awards  assembly. 
Applause  would  ring  out  each  time  he  would  open 
his  mouth  to  speak,  until,  finally,  he  would  throw  his 
hands  in  the  air  and  ask  his  assistant  coach  of 
many  years,  his  former  student  and  longtime  friend, 
Lou  Ruggerio  to  hand  out  the  awards.  The  ap¬ 
plause,  all  done  in  good  fun,  was  truly  a  sign  of  the 
esteem  and  the  affection  with  which  students  held 
Brother  Myles.  I  am  sure  that  in  his  later  years  at 
MC,  as  Freshman  guidance  counselor,  the  stu¬ 
dents  came  to  know  him  as  someone  who  still  just 
wanted  to  help  kids. 

His  trackmen  responded  to  the  help  he  offered. 
Brother  Myles  loved  coaching  track.  Myles  taught 
us  life’s  lessons.  The  reasons  why  many  of  us 
have  succeeded  in  life  is  due,  in  no  small  part,  to 
the  common  sense  approach  he  took  toward  us. 
He  was  proud  of  us,  too,  whether  we  won  or  lost. 
He  could  remember  every  significant  race  we  ran. 
He  kept  us  humble  though.  Anyone  who  ran  for 
him  will  remember  his  gruff  voice  chiding  us  as  we 
ran  by  the  sheep-fold  at  the  Fellsway,  or  around 
the  corner  at  Pine  Banks,  or  by  the  zoo  parking  lot 
at  Spot  Pond,  or  even  by  his  legendary  “HQ”  at  the 
Reservoir.  Alway  there  was  his  hand  rotating  in 
that  circular  motion  and  his  trademark  line,  “Crank

it  up,  you  stiffs!”  ...  He  spoke  with  great  fondness  of  his 
teams  both  in  the  old  school  and  at  the  new  school.  He 
kept  in  touch  with  many  of  his  “old  boys”  long  after  we 
had  left  MC 

...  Brother  Myles’  co-workers  responded  to  his  person¬ 
ality  as  well:  those  who  worked  with  him  on  Highland 
Ave.,  his  fellow  teachers  at  Crystal  Street  and,  espe¬ 
cially,  those  who  worked  with  him  in  guidance  these  past 
few  years.  All  of  them  had  a  deep  respect  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  Myles.  In  him,  they  found  someone  who  could 
listen  to  them  and  who  respected  them.  In  him  they 
could  also  look  to  someone  who  knew  that  his  priority  as 
a  teacher,  as  a  coach,  as  a  religious  Brother,  was  to 
share  the  love  of  God  with  others  in  the  common, 
ordinary,  unspectacular  ways  of  life.
